I'ne Eutlioli Militia, 


The niiiitia is now between 500 


and GOO officers below the establish- 
ment, and tho number of vacancies 
tends to increase. The chief cause 
of this is tho great agricultural de- 
pression, which has utterly ruined 
the smaller landowners who former- 
ly officered the militia and has crip- 
plod tho great ones. Tho landed 
;entry are living abroad or arts 
crowding into the cities to earn a 
living. Every younger son and most 
elder ones are going into business 
and find they have no time to devote 
to soldiering. A man %vho only gets 
a few weeks' holiday can hardly bo 
expected to spend a month of it at 
soina dull country town or at some 
camp of instruction and give up all 
forms of sport Many regiments 
have bad a number of vacancies for 
ruany years, and this causes a largo 
amount of extra work and heavy 
extra expense to tbo officers, or else 
tho plan of rosoiting to attached 
officers must bo followed, a method 
unsatisfactory to both sides. The 
fact remains a serious, one—that thu 
militia is something like 15 per cent 
hort of its establishment of officers 
Iven this does not -=hovv the whole 
tato of the case. The establishment, 
n tlio artillery nnd infantry is only 
hreo subalterns to twu companies, 
iko tho peaco establishment of the 
regular army, and in tha event of 
var, if the militia is 'required for 
oreign or ovon homo service, it 
ivould want some Ouu subalterns to 
make tho battalions up to war 
strength.—National Keviow.

Then tbe plan was-tried of renting ibe 
white man's land in lots to negro ten- 
ants year by year. That plan worked no 
better. It was not profitable, for tbe 
negro hnd not brains or development 
enough to work intelligently on his ap 
count. Tbe plantations fell into rnia 
and were profitless. Tho negroes gradu- 
ally drifted into tbe raining and manu- 
facitiring regions and into the north, 
leaving the plantations. 


Under white supervision the black la- 


borer does well for himself and bis em- 
ployer. As a laborer he is in dsmiwd, 
and is gradually distributing himself HI 
all parts of the Union, and therein lie- 
the hope for the south. The plantations 
he has abandoned arc being divided and 
bought up by small farmers from tbe 
uonh and elsewhere. Thus tho old indus- 
trial order is passing and a new one is in- 
augurated.
